inch guns and two smaller rapid-fire 
guns.

SEOUL, May 20, Friday, 4 p. m. (De- 


layed in transmission.)—The Japanese 
consul at Gensan reports that about 300 
Russians occupied Kan Kow (Ham He- 
ung), forty miles north of Gensan, May 
19, with the usual stories of looting and 
rapine by the Cossacks. The main body 
of 3000 men is said to be following the 
force which occupied Kan Kow. 


There is no telegraphic communication 


north of Gensan. The consul there be- 
lieves that part of the force which re- 
cently attacked Anju is retreating from 
Nln Yens.

Neither the Legislature nor 


Congress is going to vote money foi a project of this character unless thp 
engineering features of the scheme are developed and the approximate cost 
figured out. Nor can any special ta-v be levied on the river communities or the 
riparian land owners unless definite plans and estimates are formulated* On 
this point the Colusa Sun, v, hich has hammered at river improvement for thirtv 
years, says: 


"But there has been quite a lot of 'engineering1 done on the Sacramento 


river. We believe that the first appropriation by the State was In 1868, when 
$3000 -was appropriated for asuriey across the Montezuma hills 
Then In 187F, 


$10000 •was appropriated for engmei ring. Afterward came the work of State 
Engineer Hall, who worked seveial vears on the river, and T\ho made a verv 
valuable map 
It is said that his olflce cost the State about half a million op 


dollars and we may credit ihe Sacr imento and San Joaquin rivers, along that 
portion now the problem to be soH'd, at least $100,000 of this. Then la IBS')

COPENHAGEN. May 21.—The Danish 


scientific expedition to Greenland, under 
the leadership of Erickaen, has arrived at 
the Danish colony of West Greenland. 
after much hardship and suffering. 
The 


expedition reports that It found 
the 


whaling ship Gjoa, with Captain 
Am- 
mundsen's magnetic North Pole expedi- 
tion on board, at Dalyrimple dock. All the 
members of both expeditions are well. 


According to a dispatch from Dundee 
on November 16 last, whalers who had 
just returned from there reported that 
they had found the Danish Ericksen ex- 
pedition of Saunder's Island In a pillable 
state of destitution. Count Moltke, the 
artist of the expedition, was very ill. 
The explorers. It was aded, in the com- 
pany of Esquimaux, were living in a tat- 
tered tent and their food was almost ex- 
hausted, except a supply of eggs from the 
island. They had only one gun and had 
abandoned their boat and one sledge at 
the northern part ot Melville Bay. "ha 
Danes were entirely dependent on the Es- 
quimaux. The whalers left with 
them 
supplies and materials to build a rew 
boat. 


The Ammundsen called from Christiana 
June 17, 1903. According to program, it 
was first to go to King Williamland, on 
the east coast of Greenland, and thejice 
to proceed for Bering strait. The ox- 
peditlon 
was 
characterized 
by 
Prof. 
Schmidt of Berlin as undertaking -.he 
most Important task In the domain of 
terrestrial magnetism. It was planned to 
take a route never before attempied.

An international Exposition will 


be held in St. Louis to celebrate the 
centennial anniversary 
of 
the first 


expansion of' the nation, a step which 
made possible the commercial and po- 
litical development which has given 
the United States her present com- 
manding position in the world's af- 
fairs. 


"The Congress of the United States 


has stamped its 
approval upon this 


great undertaking 
by appropriating 


$5,000,000 and the City of St. Louis 
has appropriated the magnificent sum 
of $10,000,000 to aid in its installa- 
tion _in a manner commensurate with 
its great mission. 


"In extent and variety of Interests, 


as well as in the amount of money 
to be expended. It Is designed on a 
larger scale 'than ary preceding Ex- 
position in the world's history; 


"The Missouri Legislature at Its last 


session appropriated $1.000,000 for its

"The enterprising State of Califor- 


nia has always played a prominent 
part in the development of the great 
West and in every line leading to the 
advancement of humanity.

"We ask that you will do everything 


in your power to pave the way to

liberal appropriation by the legisla- 
ture, to enable California to be so 
well represented that it will not be 
second to any other State.

California do her full duty in this

aside all sentiment and State pride

COMMISSIONERS ORGANIZE. 


On the 29th day of September, 1903,' 


the Commissioners met and organized. 
Mr. Gier was elected president, Mr. 
Weiibye vice-president and Mr. Walk- 
er secretary. The Commissioners Im- 
mediately 
entered upon their 
duty, 


namely, the collection of an exhibit of 
the resources and products of Alameda 
county. 
The secretary was 
selected 


and Mr. Craigie Sharp was employed 
to assist in the collection of exhibits. 


The Commissioners accompanied Mr. 


Sharp to meetings arranged at 
San 


Leandro, . Haywards. 
Xiles, 
Pleas- 


anton, L;vermore and other portions 
of Alameda. county. 


An exhibit has been gathered and 


Installed at St. Louis. 
The 
exhibit 


consists 
largely of 
agricultural and 


horticultural products, as it was only- 
possible to install such an exhibit in 
the agricultural building. Under the 
rules of the Louisiana Purchase Expo- 
sition 
no collective display 
was al- 


lowed for any State. All exhibits of 
products and of resources must 
be 


entered in the building adapted for 
that purpose; for instance, the mining 
exhibit in the mining 
building, the 


educational exhibit in the 
educational 


building.

The California State building 
con- 


tains no exhibits except for decorative 
purposes.

It 
is employed for 
administration 


and social purposes. 


CREDIT FOR EXHIBIT. 


Credit for this exhibit is due largely 


to committees appointed in different 
portions of the county, and the Com- 
missioners desire at this time to re- 
turn their thanks for assistance ren- 
dered by these committees. ' 


The thanks of the Commission ar« 


also due to Pjofessors Hilgard, Wick- 
son and their assistants for co-opera- 
tion in every way with the Commis- 
sioners and the representatives. 


It is largely due to their kindness 


that we are enabled to secure a valu- 
able collection of plants and 
seeds, 


some of \vhlch could not be duplicated 
elsewhere. 


Owing to the late appointment of 


the Commissioners it was very diffi- 
cult to secure a creditable display of 
fruit, but through the co-operation of 
the fruit growers the Commissioners 
did secure a fair collection of 
most 


fruits. 
Those 
varieties which were . 


not obtained last season will be pro- 
cured this season, and thus the 
ex- 


hibit will be compfeted, although at a 
later date than anticipated. 


AT ST. LOUIS. 


The exhibit reached St. Louis In a 


satisfactory 
condition. 
The 
Com- 


missioners were informed by Mr. Webb 
N. Pearce. the custodian, that not 
a 


single jar of fruit was broken. At the 
present time the installation is nearly 
complete, but owing to climatic con- 
ditions and scarcity of labor It has 
i>een impossible to entirely 
complete 


the installation, but within a very few 
days everything will be placed in po- 
sition and ready for Insr/ection. 


GREAT EXPENSE. 


Owing to climatic conditions and the 


great 
distance 
between 
Alameda 


county and the Exposition, the Com- 
missioners feel somewhat handicapped 
in preparing the exhibit. 


The immense expense and the great 


liability of damage to 
green 
fruit 


have rendered it very difficult to de- 
cide with regard to the 
exhibition. 


Nearly all of the fruit exhibit lias 
been processed, which is the nearest 
in appearance to the natural state of 
the fruit that it was possible, as in 
this way the fruit will be displayed in 
nearly 
the - natural 
condition.
